The Buffalo Park Grazing Associa- 
tion is moving sieadily ahead in plans 
to expand the facilities of the Com- 


jJanunity Pasture this season. iast year 


about 2500 head of cattle grazed in the 
Pasture At the current price of Ifve- 
stock the value of this natural. produc- 
tion is ef considerable importance to 
any trading area, 

Starting from scratch last spring, 
after a dry. fail and a scarcity of win- 
ter feed to bring home to the members 
the need for adequute grazing,. the 
Board arranged for emergency graz- 
ing within the fenced area of the Wain 
wright Ariny Camp to permit the range 


to build up, 


. 


This spring the Board has arranged 
‘| for co-operation with the Department 
of National Defence so that this vast 
army camp area will continue to be a’ 
producing area for livestock, This’ is 
efficiency and sound planning by. both 
parties and is approved by the Alberta 
Department of Lands and Mines, 

The need for grazing land in this 
mixed farming area is a well recogniz- 
ed fact. The Buffalo Park Grazing As- 
sociation, presenting about 112 farm- 
ers and stockmen of the area, is rec- 
ognized at Edmonton and Ottawa as 
the controlling body of livestock grow 
ers in this area, Briefs submitted to 
Ottawa and Edmonton have been acted 
upon readily by the interested Depart- 
ments of Government, 


The latest advantage gained by the 
Board is the acquisition of $100,000.00 
worth of bulls (23 head) from the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture to as- 
sist in the establishment of a buli pol- 
icy for this vast area. This is arrang- 
ed on a bull-forbuill basis, in that the 
membe:s of the Asdociation must rea 
vide one bull for each bull supplied 
the Department of Agriculture. 
is an expansion of a very satisfactory 
arrangement that was started locally 
by the Greenshields Grazing Associa- 
tion some years ago. 

Mr, Curtis, District Fieldman for the 
Department gave the Board valuable 
advice in the methods to be used to 
assure success of the pasture and on 
how to make’ the bull service effective 
for.a high percentage calf crop. He 
was impressed with the possibilities of 
the Community Pasture set up at 
Wainwright.

A delegation from Edmonton had 
visited Wainwright and called on the 
executive of the Board of Trade the 
day before the. meeting and explained 
the points In favor of affiliation with 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

These points were outlined to the 
meeting, and the mémbers in general 
seemed to be favorably impressed with 
the proposals, However no definite 
action was taken for the moment. ‘ 

The executive, however felt that they 
had received much valuable, informa- 
tion in their discussion with the dele- 
gation from Edmonton 

A letter was read regarding the rout- 
ing of the Trans-Canada highway and 
it was decided to send a delegation to 
the mass meeting being held in a-

ision. This scheme is to ‘out in one district this year, 
and if found to work, will be extended to other districts as time 


Of course, the natural reaction to the suggestion of such an 
important innovation is none too enthusiastic. Every great 
change in our methods of local government disturb a worked- 
in system, and require a lot of tedious and sometimes exepnsive 
adjustment, This resistance to change, however, is no valid rea- 
son who progressive steps should not be taken. | 

' Desipte our realization of human frailty in this respect, we 
still feel that such a change is a dangerous one, and should not. 
be foisted on the public without their having had time to study 
and at least show that they will tolerate the idea. 

As we have already stated, the municipal councillors have 
a very heavy job, one which cannot be properly handled but by 
someone who has 4 great deal of time to spare. The old jurisdic- 
tion of a single councillor .has been increased until now he has 
charge of such a large area that it is indeed difficult to look after 
things properly. The school trustee, too, he, is to do a thorough 
job, must spend a considerable amount of time in study and in 
work. The hospital trustee finds himself in the same position. 

Moreover, all these elective representatives of the public 
find that is necessary, in order to serve at all efficiently, to be- 
come specialists in their own branch of service. To grasp the 
intricacies of municipal matters, school matters and hospital 
matters, is no small task. Mast board members find that they 
must be in that office some time before they can really become 
“qualified” for their job. ; 

Over and above this, we find it possible under the present 
system, to select men from our midst whose interests run in 
definite directions to serve on definite boards. | 

Under the proposed setup the municipal councillor would 
have to be a jack-of-all trades, with such great responsibilities 
and such heavy duties, as to render his job almost a full time 
occupation. 

The outcome of such an arrangement would almost inevit- 
ably become a beaurocratic setup in which the elected represen- 
tatives would lose more of their dwindling authority, and our 
local government would be placed more and more in the hands 
of individuals not directly responsible to the people. 

Generally in the past, moves to give “more efficiency” 
have been followed by increases in taxation (often, we will 
grant, also by expansions of services). This new move for effic- 
iency is all too likely to follow the established pattern and also 
result in further increases in our levies. 

In any case, we feel that the public should study this new 
plan as carefully as possible, and make their wishes known 
in no indefinite manner. Our present government, like so many 
modern governments, seems to feel that when it comes to pres- 
cribing our medicine it knows much better than the public 
it is there to serve. Dogmatic imposition of departmental will 
seems to be the order of the day, and, we have a’ notion that 
this is a trend in government that should not be received too 
kindly py the public in general.

Canada was not a signatory to the 
Bulgarian treaty, Mr. St. Laurent 
said, “but in any joint action that may 
be considered advisable, the country 
would find no difficulty in associating 
itself with such action.

CHOOSING THE 
LAWS TO OBEY ; 

Awhile back we talked of the case of 
a Pembioke merchant who had‘ refus- 
ed to obey the tax law. We urked, in 
that. case, that laws must be respected 
or revoked. We should like to cite oth- 
er instances to strengthen that argu- 
ment, For some reason many good cit- 
izens have felt that you do not enforce 
the strict letter of law ‘in labor disput~- 
es. It is an evidence of the very gen- 
eral public friendliness to the claims of 
labor. Yet, even in such disputes 
thoughtful men must agree that law 
can make no distinction between per- 
sons and. classes. aa 
_ ‘The tindamental of al! law, stem- 
ming back as far as legal processes 
‘have been free, establishes the prin- 
ciple that no one may use his privi- 
leges or his property to injure another 
or combine to wilfully destroy the pro- 
perty vf another, or shut another out 
from the use and enjoyment of his pro- 
perty. In industrial disputes, however, 
we have tended to see matters in a 
different light. In at least three separ- 
ate cases during the past year the leg- 
itimate weapon of the: strike went be- 
yond its legitimate purpose and rights. 
To attain their ends strikers did des- 
troy the property of others, denied own 
ers access to their property, and in- 
jured other workers going about their 
lawful occupation. : 
* In the strike at the Ford ‘plant at 
Windfr, reckles# elements seized pri- 
vate automobiles and used them as a 
barricade to prevent workers ‘entering 
the plant in which they were employ- 
ed. Inu the strike at the Steel Com- 
pany of Canada at Hamilton, workers 
were vesieged in the plant and their 
families threatened with violefiGe. At 
Cornwall men with stones and clubs 
boarded ships going through the. locks 
and attacked members of another un- 
ion who were legally employed.

the United States. METHODS STUDIED FOR - 
REDUCING LOSSES AT 


FARROWING TIME 


Results of a study for reducing far- 
rowing losses in swine, gleaned from 
the 1948 report of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Agricul- 
tural Research Administration, are 
presented here by A, J. Charnetski, 
Livestock Supervisor, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. ‘ 

A study of: farrowitng house equip- 
ment was made at a United States Ex- 
perimental Station with a view to re- 
ducing lossés of young pigs during the 
first three days of life, The following 
equipment and methods were compar- 
ed: 

1. A heated house, pens equipped 
with guard rails and electric hovers. 
“2. A heated house containing slop- 
ing floors with one foot elevation in 
eight feet: equipped with guard’ rails 
and electric hovers. ° : 

8. A closed-in farrowing: crate in 
which the sow could not turn around, 
The crate was placed in an unheated 
barn. “The heat from the sow’s body 
raised the temperature approximately 
20°F., thus providing sufficient heat 
to keep.the new born pigs warm. 

Under method No. 1 (heat and 
guard rails) 104 sows farrowed, and 
for one cause or another 12.3% of the 
pigs born alive were lost 

Under method No. 2 (sloping floor, 

heat and guard rails) 12 litters were 
farrowed and 10.5% of the new born 
pigs were lost. 
' Under method No. 3. (farrowing 
crate) 6° litters were farrowed and 
1.4% of the pigs were lost

When 
Outside temperatures reached 60 to 70° 
the sows in the closed in crate became 
hot and restless. It was during this 
period of high outside temperatures 
that one of the five farrowing sows 
crushed four pigs, resulting in the 7.4 
per cent loss noted under method No. 
3. 

Commenting on the above compari- 
sons Mr. Charnetski points out that 
‘|}method No. 2—using sloping floors— 
shows no appreciable advantage over 
method No. 1. It is unfortunate, he 
says, that the crate method of farrow- 
ing was used on only five sows as 
compared with 104 sows used in 'meth- 
od No. 1.. 

Mr. Charnetski suggests ‘that under 
Alberta conditions, particularly when 
pigs are farrowed during ‘the cold 
fall and winter months, the use of the 
farrowing crate should be given fay.

BEWARE OF, ERGOT IN FEEDS 


Feeds infested with ergot. wien fed 
to livestock even in small amounts 
may nave very injurious effects. Er- 
got is a fungus growth that forms ‘a 
bleck hornlike mass on the hends- of 
cereal grains or grasses. In thrashed 
grain ergot appears as black particles 
of varying sizes. Because of favorable 
climatic and. moisture conditions dur- 
ing the past summer ergot infested 
feeds\are quite common this year. 


Ergot is especially injurious to pre- 
gnant animals, often resulting in ab- 
ortions or. the birth.of weak or. dead 
young. Continued consumption of er- 
got infested feeds may cause a pain- 
ful gangrene to develop in the ears, 
tail and perhaps feet of the animals. 
Horses and cattle seem to be more 
susceptible to its harmful effects than 
sheep and swine. However, small a- 
mounts of ergot infested feeds have 
been fed to all classes of stock without 
ill effects. 

Wher?» the farmer is faced with the 
problem of finding a use for ergotized 
feed he may be. willing to assume some 
Uttle risk rather than sell it at a dis- 
count and buy clean feed. In such cas- 
es as «uch of the ergot should be re- 
moved as possible by putting the 
grain through a fanning mill or com- 
mercial grain cleaner. The concentra- 
tion of ergot can be further reduced by 
mixing the ergot infested feed with 
clean feed. Experience has shown that 
grain containing more than 1/10 per 
cent ergot is dangerous to livestock. 
Apart from its poisvnous  preperties 
feeds affected by erot are usually of 
lower feed value. 

If feed infested with ergot is to be 
fed it will be preferable to feed it to 
non-pregnant anmals. All animals be- 
ing fed such feeds should be watched 
carefully for any unfavorable symp- 
toms and if any appear the feeding of 
the ergot infested feeds should be dis- 
continued immediately. There is at 
present no medicinal treatment known 
that will counteract the ill effects, of 
ergot.

All bearings ana 
other moving paris show'd-be care- 
fully examined, and thuse showing 
signs ot excessive wear shou'd be re- 
newed. All bojts and setscrews »sed in 
adjustments, shoul be cliscked to be 
sure toey até operative. Machines 
should also be checked for:broken cast 
ings. These are often indicatea by the 
presence of wire. While it may be true 
that the machines were running fine 
the last time they were used, it is 
equally true that time spent checking 
| them over during the off-season will 
eventually save time during the busy 
summer season. 

Objections are frequently raised 
that during the winter it is too cold to 


work oa machines, However, it is sur- |. 


prising how much can be done in a 
modest sized machine shop if fitted 
with a small stove, particularly if the 
coldest days are avoided.

As the water gathers and flows 
down a single natural unprotected 
draw, or water course, it has sufficient 
power to erode or wash a channel in

Regrassing is @ satisfactory method 
of reclamation. It has met with favour 
in several areas of Manitoba, Saskat- — 
chewan, and Alberta. This measure — 
also provides a source of feed as the 
protective grass should be cut. 

The first step in reclamation is the 
shaping of the gully. It should be 
made “saucer shaped”. Sharp bends in . 
the wacer course should be eliminated. 
This caa be accomplished by vsing a 
one-way disc to move the soll te wards 
the centre of the gully. Large or more 
severe cases are better handled with a 
blade grader. After an even shape has 
been obtained a seed bed should be 
worked up and a sod forming grass 
seeded with a nurse crop of oate or 
wheat. Where applicable, the most 
suitable gtass is brome or red fescue. 

Reclamation of gullies or regrassing, 
of water courses. is a “must” for those 


the soil. This process, as the yeare go 
by, has often caused gullies several 
feet wide and one or more feet deep. 
The tendency has been for the farm- 
er to fill them in with top soil from the 
sides with a view to crossing them 
more easily with farm implementa. 
This results in a high loss of valuable 
top soi! and does not provide a per- 
manent solution.

Bulletin as follows: 


British Press sees Canada Being 
Slapped Wiege 

London, December 10 (BUP). The 
British press got on Gardiner’s side 
today. Notable was an editorial in the 
London Daily Graphic. It said that 
Canadians feei the Anglo-Darish food 
deal is being made at their expense, 
and that unless a full statement is 
made immediately “grave harm” may 
be done to Britain’s relations with Can 
ada. . 

The Daily Graphic then says it is 
confirmed that Britain {s increasing 

© purchases from Denmark; it is a 
slap in the face to Canada and ‘‘rub- 
hing salt into the wound,” as the news- 
paper puts it. . 

Dealing further with the 1949 con- 
tracts, I have here an item which ap- 
peared in Canada’s Weekly of Decem- 
ber 24 1948, with the headline, “Mr. 
Gordiner clarifies the qwosition. ‘Can- 
ada did not let the U.K down on any 
contract.’ " Then'appeors a fine photo- 
graph «ft the minister. I should like to 
read part of this article, because I 
think :t will throw 4 little light on the 
contracis. Perhaps the ninister When 
he speaks will deal with any part of it 
whieh is contentious. * quote: 

“All of ovr Jiscussions. on foul bulk 
contracts wer’ proceeding satisfactor-~ 
ily until difficulties arose in adjusting 
the relationship between dollars and 
sterling. We were aiming at being able 
to previde the United Kingdom with 
$50 million pounds of bacon, 125 millior 
pounds of cheese, 75 million dozen 
ecas and having 409,000 head of cnxttle 


| which we could dispose of either to the 


United States or the United Kingdom. 
We could provide all the requirements 
of the United Kingdom for wheat and 
much of the needed barley and oats if 
long’ time contracts could be wugreed to. 

“It was our hope that you would ag- 
ree to take these quantities and we 
would be prepared. to accept returns 
for them which would bear a reason- 
able relationship to the returns which 
are being provided to your own farm- 
ers. Canada and Britain are linked in 
tradition. Canada and Britain are one 
in theit hopes for the future. We were 
just bexinning to think that at last 
our common sorrows crowing out of 
‘war were going to resuit in lasting joy 
when the root of all evil, ‘money,’ en- 
tered,” H Fi 

I may say this is a speech that was 
made by the Ministcr of Agriculture 
(Mr. Gardiner) to’a Canadian cham- 
ter of contmerc. luncheon in the old 
country. Dealing with the 1949. con- 
tracts; he goes on to say: i 

To InZicate that it was desired that, 
because of shortage of dollars with 
.which to buv from us, it was expected 
that we would, as socn'as possible, get 
our quantities of beef, bacon and eggs 
dowii to zero. When the United King- 
dom traders came over this year they 
‘ntimated that they could not find dol 
lars with which to buy food, together 
with o.her purchases they desired to 
make, excepting wheat and cheese. 
They were, after much discussion, pre- 
vailed upon to find dollars with which 
to buy 160 million pounds of bacon and 
46 million dozen of dried and storage 
eggs. 

Iam not making these statements to 
be critical of the United Kingdom gov- 
ernment or its agents. Iam making 
them to impress upon you the fact 
that the British people want our bac- 
on, wan’ our eggs, want our beef, want 
our wkreat. I am making them to im- 
press upon you that if dollar require- 
ments had not intervened we would 
have been in a position‘to send you in 
1949 over 300 million pounds of bacon, 
nearly 200 million pounds of beef, 80 
million dozen of eggs, several hund- 
red thousand barrels of apples, thous- 
ands of bushels of beans and much 
jam, aone of which your traders feel 
you can d@fford to have from us pe- 
cause of the dollar shortage. We can- 
not sell the apples, beans, jam and sal- 
mon to anyone at any price under the 
presen: dollar arrangment,, and for 
the moment we are finding it impos- 
sible to dispose of millions of bushels 
of linseed.at 30 per cent less than you

raham Lincoln or some such individual 
as Churchill?—was not right when he 
said that he-Woula rather have the 
money in his pocket tied to the un- 
thinking inanimate substance called 
gold which cannot change its mind 
than to the manipulations of some 
small group of crackpots who fancy 


men. 

I take it the minister is referring to 
officia's of the Department of Finance, 
and as our trading position stands at 
the present time I think they are pret-~° 
ty well named. In 1945 all parties, with 


and one lone member of the Progres- 
sive Conservative party, the hon. 
membe- for Broadview (Mr. Church), 
voted in favour of legislation which is 
causing much of our present difficul- 
ty. I thought I had better place that on 
record so that people may do some 
sound thinking before adopting anoth- 
er program of this kind.- Further on 
the minister says: 


I barged into a meeting where I was 
not intended to be the other day and 
heard one of your members of parlia- 
ment imply, if he did not say it, that 
the Marshall plan is creating more 
communists in Europe, than Stalin. 

Commenting on that paragraph, Mr. 
Speaker, may I say that the policies of 
our present government are helping to 
create communists in Canada, because 


,the potential production of this coun- 


try is not being. made available to the 
people, and for that reason people’ are 
dissatisfied and turning perhaps to 
communistic ways of life. Further on 
he says: 

I am not convinced that this latter 
statement is correct, but I am _ con- 
vinced that the world is not’ in any 
state uf mind where it can be expect- 
ed to agree that the manipulation of 
any system or systems of turrency is 
going to be allowed to interfere with 
the will of those who have empty 
stomachs when it is preventing sur- 
pluses of food to get to them. It might 
be a good thing for everybody if they 
would close down the united nations 
meetings long enough to permit the 
United Kingdom and United States ex 
perts to get together and settle some 
‘basis upon' which dollars and sterlin, 
can be converted to allow nations like 
Canada to produce food to feed the 
starving millions and distribute it. If 
that cannot be done, then they might 
provide some means by whch we may 
have an opportunity to fill our coun- 
try with working people to develop the 
resources the world needs for its war 
and other maghinés, that ‘they may 
eat the surpluses which are already. 
piling up but which we' are nu» per- 
mitted to sell. 

I say. again, sir, that this is a direct | 
result of legislation that: has been 
passed in this house. It is about’ time 
we, took action fo relieve the suffering 
of people in other countries, and re- 
eve a lot of the distress in this coun 
try as well, by having at least some o: 
the disadvantages arising froin that 
legislation remedied. So far as we are 
concerned we want fo have interna- 
tional agreements, if possible, and we 
also want to have the. wheat board 
continued. I understand that every. 
day of the week, including Sunday, 
certain people are asking that the 
wheat board be put out of business. 
We want it continued in operation 
and stuffed by the very best men who 
can be obtained for the purpose. Per- 
sonally I have nio complaint whatever 
about the wheat board, and so far as 
I know, my group has no complaint | 
whatever about the management of | 
that organization in the past. 

in spite of the advice given in the 
editorial in Maclean's magazine of | 
January 15 last, we believe that floor 
prices should be established for agri- 
cultural products; otherwise you are 
going to destroy one of the greatest 
industries in the country. Conditions 
which people are prophesying for the 
near future will, if they prevail, tend 
to destroy our agricultural industry. 

I hope to say more about this sub- 
ject on a later occasion, but in the ten 
minutes or so that remain at my dis- 
posal I should like to deal with one. or 
two other matters, 

The speech from the throne says: 

Prosperous conditions now prevail- 
ing are being reflected in the buoyant 
level of national revenues, a condition 
to which due consideration is being 
given by my ministers in the prepara- 
tion of forthcoming budgetary  pro- 
posals. : x 

I wonder if that is not a breach of 
confidence, because it is the first time 
since I came here, and for many years 
before that any reference has 
been made to the budget in the speech 
from the throne. Many of the people 
are looking for drastic reductions in 
taxation. We of this group certainly 
favour them, and we also favour an 
increase in the exemptions from the 
present $750 and $1,500 to double the 
amount in both cases. There is no op- 
portunity for a young man to get mar- 
ried today, and start off in' any kind 
of business of his own. In my home 
town of Vermilion I know (7. several 
eouples who want to get married, but 
because of the burden laia upon them 
by taxation they are afraid to make 
the venture. They are not able to pro- 
vide themselves with homes. For that 
reason I believe the progress of the 
country is being hindered; for my 
home town is no different from any 
other town, city or rural district in 
Canada. 4 

If the government wants to advance 


the interests of the Country, drastic]: 


reductions must be made in taxation. 
Then there are a number of nuisance 


bars, which formerly sold_at five cenis 
be made available to the Boungsters a: 
that price—and I do not in the 


bed of their candy bars for a number 
of years. The hon. member for Macleod 
(Mr. Hansell) says they now tost 
eight cents, I have not bought any 
candy Lars for years, so I do not know 
but I am taking his word for it. 

We have found it necessary to im- 
port some fifteen million pounds of 
butter from other countries. If it were 
not for the severe income tax that has 
been levied I beli¢ve you would find 
our own farmers milking their cows 
and seiling the cream to be made into 
butter. Instead, we are turning our 
business over to other countries and 
taking it away from our farmers. Re- 
cently I read an article on turkey pro- 
duction in the three prairie provinces. 
Last year in Alberta there was an in- 
crease of about six per cent, but in 
Manitonba,and. Saskatchewan there was 
a large reduction, I believe mounting 
to 26 to 40 per cent. This production is 
not good enough. People want turkeys 
to eat, and taxation should not pe 
such as to prevent them from getting 


‘turkeys. We Alsc like to eat pork and 


beef, but again heavy taxes are res- 
ponsible for reduced: production, 

On many occasions we have asked 
that the trans-Cariada highway be 
built. We appreciated the move made 
last fall by the Minister of Mines and 
Resources (Mr. MacKinnon), though 
last session the then minister of re- 
construction (Mr Howe) and the Min- 
ister of Public Works (Mr. Fournier) 
refused to have anything to do with it. 
A start now has been made; and we 
have a demand by many organizations 
in, the west that a trans-Canada high-

Radio Talk by Mr. James Walker 
Gives Facts | 
Speaks for Northwest Natural Gas. Co. 


Should we of Alberta export natural gas—or should we not? I believe we 
should, Provided export permissions are granted the Northwest Natural Gas 
Company plans to build a pipe line to convey natural gas from Alberta to Van- 
couver, via Spokané and Seattle. But first let me assure the people of Alberta 
that it is only a portion of the surplus gas available that will be exported, and 

‘that portidn only after providing for present and future requirements of the 
Province, of Alberta. As you'know a Commission appointed by the Government 
of Alberta has conducted a series. of hearings to inquire into the natural gas 
reserves in the provinee. In its submission to this Commission the Northwest 
Natural Gas Company made the following statement: “The Northwest Natur- 
al Gas Company recognizes and subscribes to the, principle that the present ana 
foreseeable future natural gas requirements of the people of Alberta must be 
assured and have priority over export.” That statement is most convincing as 
to the attitude of the Company, As I said before, it is only a portion of the sur- 
plus gas that the Company plans to. export, : ; 


RESERVES ARE AMPLE 


I think we all realize that there are vast reserves of natural gas in Alberta, 
discovered and yet to be discovered. Geologists tell us that the geological]. con- 
‘ditions in Alberta are quite like those in the large gas producing areas in the 
Unit 1 States, where large ‘reserves are being continually added as a result of 

, the search for oil and gas. At the present time there is no incentive in Alberta 
to explore for, or develop gas fields. Recent discoveries of gas have been made 
by accident in the search for oil, but, unfortunately, these wells are being cap- 
ped or abandoned, because there’is no market for gas. During the recent hear- 
ings of the Gas Commission, evidence was given to show that if there was a 
market for gas, individuals and companies would be encouraged to drill know- 
ihg that if they did not find oil but found gas their investment would not be 
lost. This is exactly what happened in the United States. According to “Gas 
Pacts” published by the American Gas Association, the total gas reserves in the 
United States in the year 1925 amounted to only 28 trillion cubic feet. The 
rapid expansion of pipe line transmission systems made a market for natural 
gas and so encouraged the starch for new discoveries that in 1935 reserves 
were increased to 62 trillion cubic feet. By the end of 1947 the reserves had 
risen to the astounding figure of approximately 166 trillion cubic feet. Tne dis- 
coveries of natural gas have kept far ahead of consumption as a result of the 
search to supply new markets. In the light of the experience of the United 
States, would we not be justified in anticipating that large new discoveries of 
gas would be made in Alberta if there was a market for it? It is ‘reported that 
in the five year period énding 1948 an estimated gas reserve of 2.8 trillion cubic 
feet of gas wag discovered in Alberta. Most these discoveries were made ac- 
cidently in thé search for oil. The’ state of Texas alone has reserves of 90 tril- 
lion cubic feet dnd there is a growing opinion that Alberta may prove to be 
another Texas. The suggestion of Dr. Link, a consulting geologist well known 
to Albertans, that the reserves in Alberta might prove to be 60 or even 90 tril- 
Hon cubic feet should, therefore, not be passed two lightly. 


RESERVES WILL INCREASE 


é The estimates of proven and probable reserves of natural gas in Alberta as 
reported in 1948 by Dr. Hume, Dominion Government Chief Geologist, indicat- 
4 3.6 trillion cubic feet of gas. New discoveries of gas during the period since 
this survey was made have resulted in an upward revision of his original esti- 


' mates, Giving further evidence recently before the Alberta Gas Commission in 


Calgary he increaseg his estimated reserves of 4.3 trillion cubic feet. This fig- 
ure, however, did not include the Pincher Cree« field where as yet only one 
well has been brought in. But he did say, that if a second well naw being drill- 
ed was brought in, the field would have a potential of at least 500 billion cubic 
feet. It-is a coincidence that Mr. W. E. Spooner, » consulting geologist from the 
United States who also gave evidence before the Commission, estimated the re- 
serves, in¢gluding the Pincher Creek field, to be 4.9 trillion cubic feet, which is 
closely in line with Dr. Hume's estimate. | . 
When we talk in terms of approximately 5 trillion cubic feet, let us remem- 
ber that the present consumption in. Alberta is less than 40 billion cubie feet 
“per annum. At‘this rate of consumption there is a supply for about 120 years, 
even although no new discoveries are made, which is very ‘improbable. On the 
Other hand it seems to be the opinion of all geologists who have examined the 
, Situation in Alberta, that present reserves will be increased many times if a 
market for gas is created. After all is said and done nmiarkets are necessary for 
any industrial progress. ,

There are people who question the ability of geologists to measure .with 
any degree of accuracy the amount of gas underground. We must realize that 
all sciences have made a tremendous advance in technical knowledge in com- 
paratively recent years and that following the extra-ordinary development in 
the gas industry in the United States during the past 20 years, geologists have 
had sufficient experience o arrive at scientific calculations which are reliable 
and reasonably accurate. The geologists themselves are not in doubt about 
this point. : 


INDUSTRIES ENCOURAGED 


The opinion is widely expressed that Alberta should keep its gas and force 
new industries to locate in ‘the province. As a citizen of Alberta, Iam'in_ the 
front rank of those who would like to see’ the previnice become an industrial 
centre, but other factors than cheap fuel enter the picture. Lack of raw mat- 
erials, low density of population and high transportation costs to’ markets are 
obstacles which cannot be by-passed easily. But up to the present time cheap 
fuel in the form of gas and coal has not attracted industry here to any marked 
degree, Fuel is not the factor in cost of production that people generally be- 
lieve. The overall cost in Alberta, excluding electric energy, is said to be actual 
ly less than 1% of the value of the product, To determine the ratio of cost of 
fuel to value of the product, the U.S. Census of Manufacturers made an analy- 
sis of 20 industrial groups in the United States, manufacturing 446 different 
industrial, products. The result showed that only 2 industry groups:—iron and 
steel, and clay and glass products,--have fuel cost ratios in excess of 5%. For 
all manufacturing industry the ratio of fuel cost to product value was only 
144%. Cheap fuel alone cannot, therefore, be said to be a determining factor in 
focating industry. Furthermore, jit will be obvious that gas exported out of the 
province, say to Vancouver, would cost much more at the end of the pipe line. 
Industries. seeking cheap fuel would, therefore, still come to Alberta, Reverting 
again to the United States, the history of comparable areas, Oklahoma, Kan- 
sas and Texas, where there are vast reserves of natural gas, shows that cheap 
fuel alone is not sufficient to attract industry. The industries which have been 
developed in these areas are incidental to the gas industry, such as chemical 
plants using propane and butane. Industries complementary to the gas indus- 
try would be encouraged to locate in Alberta for the following reasons: It will 
be necessary to have the natural gas as it comes from the wells stripped of 
natural gasoline. In addition the propane and butane will be extracted, Both 
propane and butane, if recovered in large amounts, should found the basis ot 
new industries in the province. The propane can be used as bottled gas in the 
rural districts of the province. Also, propane and especially butane, woulg be 
available for use in chemical plants as raw miterials for the manufacture of 
artificial rubber, nylon and many other products. The company has already 
been approached about the possibilities of extracting sulphur from the gas. 
The sulphur would be used to manufacture sulphuric acid or some other chem- 
ical product. The project of the Northwest Natural Gas Company will, there- 
fore, stimulate and not hinder industrial expansion, ' 


; MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 

The project when completed wil be one of Alberta's jargest industries. It 
will exeeed any other company in capita] investment and will rank among the 
first 12 in payrolls and the first 6 in cost of materials. It is estimated that 1 mil- 
lion dollars will be paid yearly in Alberta in wages and that a further sum of 
$260,000 yearly will be paid in wages bx cempanies who supply the gas. This 
is big industry. In addition to payrolls, the governments would benefit sub- 
stantially from royalty payments and taxes. Payment for rights-of-way are esti 
mated at $500,000.00. 4 

The limitatios of time will not permit me on this broddcast to give full de- 
tails of the company’s project, particularly as to the beneficial effects it will 
have on the, economy of the Province of Alberta. These are of extreme import- 
ance and I shall discuss them fully in my next radio talk on this same stafion, 
same time, one week from tonight. In the meantime I would like to summarize 
briefly the highlights of tonight's discussion: M 

1. The Northwest Natural Gas'Company only seeks to export a portion of 
the surplus of natural gas. 

2. There are now sufficient reserves of gas to supply the present and fore- 
seeable requirements of the province and an ample surplus available for export.

Personally, I took advantage 
of this when the House was in Session 
one week and copies of my | speech 
should nave reached most of my consti 
tuents before this article appéars in 
print. This speech may necessarily 
seem short, but we are only allowed 40 
minutes in Full Dress Debate and as 
time goes On many of the subjects 
mentioned in the speech; as well ‘as 
others, will be debated and énlarged 
upon. . : : : 
On Thursday, February 24th, the 
Minister of Trade ‘and Commerce, 
Right-Honourable C. D, Howe, announ 
ced that a further interim payment of 
20 cenis per bushel will be made on 
all wHeat delivered from August (1, 
1945, zo March 31, 1948, and that just 
as soon as participitation certificates 
issued after that daté have been turn- 
ed in, furtner payments will be made 
up to ana including March 31, 1949. On 
April Ist next, payment'on wheat del- 
ivered will Be made on the basis of 
$1.75 per bushel and this will continue 
until the end of the five-year pvol per- 
lod which terniinates on July $1, 1950, 
{tis estimated that $155,000,000.00 will 
be distributed on wheat’ delivered be- 
tween August 1, 1945 and March $1, 
1948 and payment of. those cheques 
will commence on March 31st next and 
continue at the rate of about $40,000: 
per day until the payments have been 
comploted. Tis will help farmers to 
lefray the expenses mecurred during 
the spring and early summer reason, 

With respect to a floor price for flax. 
\during the coming year, no decision 
has yet'.been arrived at by the. Gov- 
srnment, but with flax dechved a 
surplus product in the United States, 
it is uniikely that any floor will be 
mainteined by the Government this 
year and, perhaps, farmers would be 
weil a-lvised to govern themsvl'es ac- 
cordingly. As was done last yar, the 
Canadian Wheat Board is making ar- 
rangemonts ‘to give preferenw») m the 
mailing of cheques to areas which har- ° 
vested short crops in 1947 or 194° and 
this, I am sure, will be much appre- 
clated by those concerned. 


At the time of writing this column 
no announcement has been made with 
respect to coarse grains, although it 
has been intimated that an announce- 
ment’ will be made by the Ministe# of 
Trade end Commerce and the Minister 
of Agriculture within the next few 
days. Many people are not aware that 
the Wheat Board has not for some 
time past been acting entirely in the 
interests of producers, that is, selling 
producers’ grain for the highest price 
that it will bring on.the market and We 
have vonsistently advocated that the 
Wheat Board be .used as an gency, 
working entirely in the interests of 
producers and until this is done, I am 
definitely opposed to the Board hand- 
‘ling coarse grains, as it would only 
mean that feeders in ‘thé province 
east of the Great Lakes and British 
Columbia all would be supplied with 
cheap grain at the expense of the 
Prairie growers.
